WASHINGTON (A P)—Pres­ 
ident Nixon today proposed 
cost-of-liv ing increases in v eter­ 
ans’ pensions and an eight per 
cent boost in GI benefits as 
part of a $13.6 billion legislativ e 
package fM* v eterans. 
Nixon also urged that Con­ 
gress restore Nov . 11 as Veter­ 
ans Day, repealing part of a 
1968 law which switched the 
holiday to the fourth Monday in 
October. 
The proposals were contained 
in a special message to Con­ 
gress, one of a series Nixon is 
sending to Capitol Hill before 
his State of the Union address 
Wednesday night.

More violence in truck protest

Violence flared again early 
today in Ohio and Pennsylv ania 
after 
independent trucker 
groups rejected a federal pro­ 
posal and v (Xed to continue 
their protest of high fuel costs 
and low freight rates. 
Most of the v iolence occured 
in Ohio. One trucker was shot 
at Akron, two wwe beaten at 
Warren, one rig was burned 
and at least 15 were damaged. 
At least fiv e men were ar­ 


rested on v aried charges in 
C(xmection with attempts to 
halt truckers on highways, 
many of whom hav e refused to 
join the dissident groups which 
began a shutdown la^ week o r 
hav e scheduled one to start 
Thursday. 
About 2,000 truckers met in 
Akron Sunday. The owner-oper­ 
ators, represented by the Coun­ 
cil of Independent Truckers, 
said the gov ernment peace of­ 
ferings were too v ague. Frank 


Rynn, president of tl^ council, 
said the truckers will continue 
their protest until more con­ 
crete proposals are made. 
In the meantime, the v iolence 
ctxiUnued.

Porter pleads guilty 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
former scheduling director of 
President Nixon’s re-election 
committee pleaded guilty today 
to a charge of lying to the FBI 
about the Watergate break-in. 
Herbert L. Porter, 35, of La­ 
guna Niguel, Calif., was re­ 
leased on personal recogniz­ 
ance pending completion of a 
presentence report. 
Assistant special (X’osecutor 
Richard BenVeniste told the 
court that on July 19, 1972, one 
month after the Watergate 
break-in, Pmier was questioned 
by two FBI agents working on 
the case. 
The prosecutor said Porter 
told the agents about a conv er­ 
sation in which he and Jeb 
Stuart Magruder had discussed 
spending $l(X).0(X) to hire college 
students as campaign speakers. 
“There was no stK!h conv er­ 
sation,’’ BenAv eniste said. 
The prosecutor indicated Por­ 
ter has been cooperating with 
the current inv estigation. 
The charge of making false 
statements to a federal agency 
carries a maximum penalty of 
fiv e years in prison and a $10,- 
uuo tine. 
Magruder, former deputy di­ 
rector in the campaign com­ 
mittee, pleaded guilty last sum­ 
mer to a single charge of con­ 
spiring to obstruct the Water­ 
gate inv estiipition and also has 
been cooperating with the pros­ 
ecutors. 
Porter told the Senate Water­ 
gate committee that the $100,- 
000 was giv en to Watergate 
conspirator G. Gordon Uddy 
for political “dirty tricks.’’ 
Porter told the committee he 
lied not only to the FBI but to 
the federal grand jury and at 
the Watergate break-in trial. 
Watergate and the calls for 
President Nixon'simpeachment 
that hav e followed the Water­ 
gate dev elopments were the 
subjects of comment made by

Atty. Gen. William B. Saxbe 
ov er the weekend. 
He said an impeachment ac­ 
tion against Nixon, especially a 
bitter, partisan one, would tear 
thd country apart. 
But, Saxbe said, he expects 
Omgress will not impeach Nix­ 
on, but rather will keep the ac­ 
tion going. 
‘They’d rather hav e a crip­ 
pled Nixon than a healthy, sit­ 
ting Jerry Ford,” Saxbe said in 
an interv iew in U.S. News & 
World Report. 
“An impeachment action— 
especially a bitter, partisan im­ 
peachment, which it would 
hav e to be if no further crimes 
of a great nature are dev el­ 
oped— would tear this country 
apart.’’ 
In other Watergate-related 
dev elopments: 
—House Minority Leader 
John J. Rhodes of Arizona said 
Sunday the Senate Watergate 
Committee hearings should be 


ended unless a good reason can 
be found fo r continuing them. 
—The former boss of the 
White House plumbers unit, 
EgU “Bud” Krogh, said he is 
conv inced from talks with fo r­ 
mer White House counsd John 
W. Dean III that President Nix­ 
on did not know about the Wa­ 
tergate cov er-up as early as 
Dean claims he did. 
—Three U.S. senators urged 
Nixon to resign rather than 
subject the country to a possi­ 
ble impeachment. 
Saxbe, asked for his predic­ 
tion on the out come of im­ 
peachment in the House, said: 
“My hunch is that they’ll 
hassle it around and wUl not 
impeach on the basis of any ev i­ 
dence that’s av ailable to me to • 
day. They’ll keep it aliv e.” 
“The nature of the ev il deeds 
that are alleged to the President 
are not of an impeachable na­ 
ture,” Saxbe said. 
“They’re serious as to the 
m(sral turpitude of the people 
inv olv ed, and do reflect on the 
Presittent. The question is cme 
of great indiscretions in areas 
which, ev en then, hav e not be« i 
connected to the President, 
howev er,” Saxbe said. 
Krogh made his comments on 
the CBS program “60 Minutes” 
Sunday. He is scheduled to be­ 
gin a 8 ix-m(Mith prison term 
next week for his role in the 
break-in at the office of Daniel 
Ellsb« *g’8 psychiatrist. 
White House policy toward its 
opponents was often made out 
of bitterness, said Krogh. He 
said Ellsbe-g was regarded as 
an enemy of the United States 
rather than a political oppon­ 
ent. 
Concerning Nixon’s Water­ 
gate knowledge, Krogh said he 
met with Dean March 20, 1973, 
and he quoted Dean as saying, 
“Bud, the Pr« iident is beii^ 
badly serv ed. He just doesn’t 
know what’s going on.”

(AP) — An 
av alanche of heav y, wet snow 
up to 25 feet deep has buried 
two young girls, King County 
Police said. 
And, authmties said, a sec­ 
ond av alanche Sunday almost 
trapped a rescue party of 200, 
forcing them to halt their 
search for Jean D. Kisman, 10, 
o f Seattle, and Unda D. Angdl, 
13, of Rentcm, Wash. 
No injuries were reported in 
the second slide, and rescuers 
hoped to return to the search 
this morning after an av a- 
lanche-control team arriv es. 
Authorities said the two girls 
and sev en other persons in a 
snowshoeing party were build­ 
ing an igloo at Source Lake 
when the av alanche came down 
6,200-foot Chair Peak. The lake 
'is about 50 miles east of Seattle 
and about three miles from the 
Cascade Mountain Alpental ski 
resort.

LIMASSOL, Cyprus (AP) — 
Thousands of Greek Cypriots 
gathered outside a humble 
house in Limassol today to pay 
their respects to Gen. George 
Griv as, guerrilla hero of the in­ 
dependence struggle against 
the British, who died Sunday of 
a heart attack. 
The body of the frail, 75-year- 
old soldier who two years ago 
launched a new guerrilla mov e­ 
ment to fight fmr Enosis, union 
with Greece, lay on a simple 
iron bed, cov ered with the 
Greek flag and banked with 
floral wreaths.

ment hailed Griv as as a nation­ 
al hero. 
Heavy fighting on 
'peace' anniversary 


SAIGON, 
South 
Vietnam 
(AP) — Heav y fighting was re­ 
ported today on the first anni­ 
v ersary of the cease-fire that 
was supposed to end the Viet­ 
nam War but didn’t. 
The South Vietnamese com­ 
mand claimed that 
62 Viet 
Cong were killed in three bat­ 
tles 45 to 110 miles southwest of 
Saigon in the Mekong Delta. 
Gov ernment losses were put at 
15 dead and 10 wounded. 


Neither the gov ernment nor 
the Viet Cong lield any special 
ceremonies to mark the anni­ 
v ersary of the peace agreement 
which secured the rdease of 
American prisoners of war held 
by the Communists and pav ed 
the way for the withdrawal of 
American troops from Vietnam. 
The Saig(H) ctMnmand, in re­ 
v ised casualty figures cov ering 
the year of the cease-fire, 
claimedThat 45.202 Communié 


troops were killed since Jan. 
28 ,1973, while casualties on the 
gov ernment side were 12,803 
military men killed, 56,08 5 
wounded. 4,223 missing; 2,163 
civ ilians in gov ernment-con­ 
trolled areas killed and 
5,9 8 3 
wounded. 
The military casualties are 
about half wliat was reported in 
the year before the cease-fire. 
The Communists hav e re­ 
fused to giv e casualty figures, 
and there is no way to check 
the accuracy of the gov ernment 
figures. 
In Cambodia, the insurgents 
shelled the southern part of 
Phnom Penh before dawn and 
again during the morning, kill­ 
ing six persons and wounding 
19. 
This raised the toll from al­ 
most daily Khmer Rouge artU- 
leiy attacks on the city to 152 
killed and about 375 wouaded 
since Dec, 23,

tion to grant the 2.4 million per­ 
sons receiv ing v eterans pen­ 
sions the same type of automat­ 
ic cost-of-liv ing increases av ail­ 
able 
to 
Social 
Security 
recipients. 
He also said the v eterans 
pension program should be re­ 
structured to assure that the 
neediest pensions will receiv e 
at least as much as adult wel­ 
fare recipients. 
Nixon said the eight per cent 
increase in education benefits 
he is seeking will supply an ex­ 
tra $200 million in aid for the 
more than two million taking 
adv antage of the GI bill educa­ 
tion and training allowances. 


The increase is needed, he said, 
“to keep pace with inflation.” 
Legislation is pending in both 
House and Senate to prov ide 
for a 13.6 per cent increase. 
The President r^orted that 
the Veterans Administration is 
embarking on the greatest pro­ 
gram of hoi^ital construction in 
its history. 
He said a record $276 million 
is being sought in fiscal 1975 
which begins next July 1 for 
hospital construction, and that 
his budget will prov ide funds to 
hire an additional 7,600 medical 
personnel. 
In addition to the medical, 
education and pension benefits, 
Nixon said America should “re­ 


pay her debts to the men and 
and women who hav e s« *v ed 
her well,” by setting aside cer­ 
tain days to commemorate 
their serv ice. 
One such day was Sunday, 
the first anniv ersary of the 
Vietnam cease-fire, which Nix­ 
on proclaimed as National MIA 
Awareness Day. Another is 
March 29, the first anniv ersary 
of the return of prisoners of 
war, which is being designated 
Vietnam Veta*ans Day. 
He said there also is Veter­ 
ans Day, whid) for decades 
was ot» erv ed on Nov . 11, the 
anniv ersary of the World War I 
armistice day. 
The 1968 l^islation switching 


Veterans Day to the Fourth 
Monday of each October — part 
of the so-called “Monday holi­ 
day” law — “has stirred up 
considerable confusion and not 
a small amount of resent­ 
ment,” he said. 
Thirty-one state legislatures 
hav e enacted resolutions de­ 
claring that Nov . 11 will be the 
official Veterans Day in their 
jurisdictions, Nixon said, and 
all 
major 
v eterans 
organ­ 
izations are seeking to return to 
the Nov . 11 date.

Israelis lift siege of City 


SUEZ, Egypt (AP) — Israel’s 
inv asion forces lifted the 97-day 
siege of Suez City today, sur- 
rer^ered 300 square miles of 
Egyptian 
territory 
to 
the 
United 
Nations 
and 
freed 
Egypt’s encircled 3rd Army. 
^ores of Israeli half-tracks 
rolled out of Suez City toward 
canal bridges to the eastern 
bank. The v ehicles were filled 
with singing, clapping soldiers. 
“We are going home,” the Is­ 
raelis sang in Hebrew 
to the 
tune of “l^ is land is your lard, 
this land is my land.” 
They raised their fingers in 
V-for-v ictory signals and wav ed 
captured Egyptian flags. Some 
armored cars were painted 
with “Good-bye Africa.” 
In a midday ceremony, tl« 
Israelis formally handed con­ 
trol of the city at the southern 
gateway to the Suez Canal to 
the U.N. Emergency Force. 
U.N. troops immediately be­ 
gan taking control of 
S u ez — 


with the 15,000 civ ilian in­ 
habitants — ard the southern 
inv asion zone, holding it for at 
least six hours. 
“We are to prev ent any un­ 
authorized 
Egyptian 
mov e­ 
ments until the Israelis are 
clear, ” said Col. Reino Raita- 
saari, commander of the Finish 
U.N. contingent. “So far, ev wy- 
thing is going smoothly. I 
d o 
not think I will hav e to shoot 
anyone. When I went to inform 
the Egyptian commander of the 
handov er, he was still asleep.

Israeli officers said that by 
nightfall Egypt would regain aU 
the occupied land from Ada- 
biya, 12 miles south of Suez,, 
to a line in the desert about 
three miles north of the canal- 
side city. 
That is about a third of the 
enclav e carv ed out of Egyptian 
territory west of the canal dur­ 
ing the Israeli inv asion at the 


close of tl» October war. It 
leav es Egyptian lines open to 
the 20,(XK) 3rd Army soldiers en­ 
circled since October. 
The full-scale pullout called 
for in the disengagement ac­ 
cord engineered by Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger be­ 
gan officially Friday. But ev en 
before then, soldiers had start­ 
ed pulling apart positions and 
bunkers, reeling in hundreds of 
miles of communications wires 
and digging up or marking 
nearly a million mines, IsraeU 
officers said. 
The disengagement is to be 
completed within 40 days from 
Friday. Although the final pt^- 
tions remain secret, it is under­ 
stood that Israeli forces will 
pull back to a lightly armed 
line about 12 miles east of the 
canal, with the main Israeli de­ 
fenses at a line near the starte- 
gic Giddi and Mitla passes 
about 20 miles back. 
U N. peacekeeping forces will 


take up positions between the 
Israeli 
lines 
and 
Egyptian 
forces east of the canal. The 
Egyptians also are understood 
to hav e pledged to thin out 
their forces east of the canal. 
No cease-fire v iolations were 
reported along the Suez front, 
but Israeli and Syrian forces 
dueled Sunday for the second 
straight day. Syria claimed iU 
forces killed or woumied at 
least 40 Israeli soldiers, while 
Israel said it had no casualti» . 
Kissinger told newsmen in 
New York he was “moderately 
optimistic” that Israel and Syr­ 
ia would agree to negotiaticms 
to disengage their troops on the 
Golan Heights. Kissinger met 
with U.N. Secretary-General 
Kurt Walheim to discuiw the 
Middle East situation. 
Saudi Arabia’s oil minister 
was v isiting Japan, seeking a 
deal to exchange Saudi oil for 
Japanese technology and indus­ 
trial equipment.

Jo e Namath (who certainly has 
plenty o f anx ieties to wo rk o n), so me 
mo re mo v ie stars plu s a majo r gen­ 
eral who claims to hav e lo wered his 
blo o d pressu re by 10 po ints. The edi­ 
to rs o f Newsweek no te the signifi­ 
cant fo llo wing o f the Maharishi:

the priest, the gu ru against the 
preacher o f the Wo rd. And Stringfel- 
lo w has a harsh, to u gh wo rd, fo r he 
v iews a wo rld filled with calamity 
and deceptio n. He describes the 
deadly atmo sphere o f the United 
States as “the peo ple hav e fo u nd the 
go v ernment to be u nwo rthy o f cre­ 
dence o r tru st. Racial co nflict has 
been su ppressed by an elabo rate 
apartheid; pro du cts which su ppo s­ 
edly mean abu ndance o r co nv e­ 
nience tu rn o u t to co ntaminate o r 
jeo pardize life; the env iro nment it­ 
self is rendered ho stile; there is a 
perv asiv e babel; priv acy is a mem­ 
o ry becau se su rv eillance is u biqu i­ 
to u s; institu tio nal co ercio n o f hu ­ 
man beings has pro liferated relent­ 
lessly . Whatev er mu st be said o f 
earlier times, in the past qu arter 
centu ry America has beco me a tech­ 
no lo gical to talitarianism in which 
ho pe is being annihilated.” And peo ­ 
ple, this was written befo re the ener­ 
gy crises. 
The new gu ru s pro mise to tho u ­ 
sands o f fo llo wers and wo u ld be dis­ 
ciples “health and happiness rather 
than su ffering and salv atio n.” Yet 
Stringfello w rev eals the secret 
weapo n lo ng neglected by the Chris­ 
tian chu rch—fo u nd in the last bo o k

Ro y Ash, directo r o f the Office o f 
Management and Bu dget, su ggests 
the new U.S. bu dget will sho w the 
federal go v ernment is beco ming 
mo re and mo re a “transfer agen­ 
cy ,” co llecting mo ney and then 
handing it o u t—in a way that fo sters 
the President’s “new federalism.” 
Translated fo r recipients o f fed­ 
eral benefits, this means that a high­ 
er pro po rtio n o f the ex penditu res 
which do n’t inv o lv e the direct ru n­ 
ning o f the go v ernment (like de­ 
fense) will go to peo ple o r to lesser 
go v erning u nits witho u t strings at­ 
tached. 
The fo recast, therefo re, is fo r 
pro po rtio nately mo re rev enu e-shar­ 
ing, with a big share “passed 
thro u gh” to the cities and all these 
lo cal go v ernmental lev els o f co u rse 
giv en freedo m o f decisio n as to ho w 
this mo ney shall be spent. 
Also in pro spect are mo re inco me 
benefits fo r American citizens in the 
fo rm o f cash pay ments (welfare, 
higher So cial Secu rity ), with a 
smaller percentage o f fu nds bearing 
labels which restrict indiv idu al 
spending decisio ns (fo o d stamps, 
ho u sing, etc.). 
Ou tside bu dget ex perts like tho se 
at Bro o kings Institu tio n, argu ing 
thro u gh the v ario u s meth(kls o f ben­ 
efit pay ment, can make a stro ng 
case fo r the no n-labeled benefit, in 
the name o f free spending cho ices. 
Ash takes fu ll co gnizance o f the 
mo st persistent cirticism o f this 
larger freedo m as it applies to 
spending by states, co u nties and lo ­ 
calities. 
“So me o f them are go ing to make 
erro rs, and spend the mo ney badly . 
Bu t they ’v e go t to be left free to 
make mistakes. That’s the o nly way 
they can learn. So me need training, 
and they can get that help mo re and 
mo re,” Ash say s. 
He no tes that Stanfo rd Univ ersity 
has a scho o l specializing in bu siness 
management as applied to the go v ­ 
erning o f cities. He and o thers are 
enco u raging Harv ard to dev elo p 
similar stu dies affecting o ther go v ­ 
ernmental u nits. 
Ideally , Ash said in an interv iew, 
the federal go v ernment sho u ld take 
no direct hand in su ch training ef­ 
fo rts. That is seen as in co ntrav en­ 
tio n o f the spirit and pu rpo se o f the 
new federalism. At best, he adds, 
Washingto n sho u ld go no farther 
than to pu t lesser u nits in to u ch with 
helpfu l so u rces which can increase 
state-lo cal spending ex pertise. 
The o bjectiv e, again, bo th in per­ 
so nal so cial benefits and in go v ern­ 
mental o u tlay s, is to bro aden the 
spending o ptio ns at the citizen-lo cal- 
state lev el. 
Ash, at least, seems to v iew the 
inescapable waste in this pro cess 
(as ex pressed in bad spending cho ic­ 
es) as ^n acceptable, necessary 
trade-o ff fo r the freedo m gained. 
And it is pretty clear that no t o nly 
he, speaking fo r the President, bu t a 
lo t o f U.S. lawmakers wo u ld like to 
see the “new federalism” o r so me­ 
thing like it su cceed.

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Bullfighting come back in Spain 


By HENRY J. TAYLOR 
MADRID— Bu llfighting staged 
an eno rmo u s 1973 co meback here. 
Fo r y ears it langu ished in Spain. 
Telev isio n sav ed the bu llrings. 
Instead o f abo u t 300 spectacles a 
y ear, Spain pro du ced do u ble that 
nu mber in 1973. Mo re than 300 bu ll­ 
rings were in u se. Fav o rite mata­ 
do rs made u p to $800 a minu te. 
At least 20 millio n Spaniards (34.4 
millio n po pu latio n) were glu ed to 
their TV sets, mo st o f them mu r­ 
mu ring the traditio nal wo rds mata­ 
do rs say at the lip o f the ring befo re 
they enter: “Qu e Dio s reparta su er­ 
te”—“May Go d div ide the lu ck.” 
Yo u hear it tru ly said here that to 
u nderstand this co u ntry y o u mu st 
u nderstand the bu llfight; a claim 
that is a su btlety bu t no t an ex agger­ 
atio n. 
The co mbinatio n o f traditio nal­ 
ism, beau ty , brav ery , sav agery , 
sensu o u sness, co lo r and cadence are 
the su rface pro o f. Bu t the bu llfight’s 
ro o ts are so deep that no part o f life 
in Spain entirely escapes this rite’s 
implicatio ns. 
Yet there is no wo rd in Spanish 
fo r bu llfight. In Spanish it is the lidia 
o f a to ro and the Spanish wo rd co rri­ 
da means in English “the ru nning o f 
the bu lls.” Usu ally the co rrida co n­ 
sists o f six kills by three matado rs, 
each fighting twice. 
The bu ll is, o f co u rse, a highly se­ 
lected fighting-bred sav age animal. 
The fiercest breeds are the Mu irás, 
Ro mero s and Vasqu ez. Su ch mo n- 


siers can co me thro u gh the to ril gate 
and hu rdle to ward the matado r at 
raceho rse speed—a half to n o f mu s­ 
cle and fu ry . 
The entire stru ctu re o f the fight 
depends o n the lu re o f the matado r’s 
scarlet clo th (mu leta) and the mo n­ 
ster’s sight. The lo re o f the co rrida 
say s that “the hand that kills is the 
hand that ho lds the mu leta, no t the 
hand that ho lds the swo rd.” Bu t o ne 
pro blem the matado r faces seems 
little kno wn to u s. 
So me bu lls hav e bad v isio n. And 
bad v isio n can make the beast’s re­ 
spo nse to the scarlet lu re o f the mu ­ 
leta erratic, u npredictable and leth­ 
al. 
In a split-seco nd co nfu sio n the 
bu ll lu nges at the man instead o f the 
lu re. There are many marty rs o f a 
bu ll with fau lty sight, inclu ding Jo ­ 
selito , the greatest matado r in this 
co u ntry ’s histo ry . 
Also , mo st bu lls hav e a “master 
ho rn” which they fav o r. The mata­ 
do r tries to disco v er which ho rn this 
is and requ ire the mo nster to u se the 
o ther. 
In additio n, the matado r do es no t 
want the bu ll to be in the center o f 
^ e ring. Bu t bu lls (ev en baby bu lls 
in their pastu re) ex hibit an instinc­ 
tiv e, inex plicable determinatio n to 
defend a particu lar territo ry as their 
o wn. The beast may draw an imag­ 
inary circle within which he is espe­ 
cially aggressiv e and v isio ns. 
If this is in the ring’s center, the 
matado r is farthest fro m the wall’s 


pro tectiv e wo o den pianKS (burlade­ 
ro s) and fro m attendants racing to 
his rescue sho uld the bull do wn him. 
Mo reo v er, the matado r faces 
time. Here each fighting bu ll is pre­ 
ju dged. Omitting no ne o f the classic 
ru les and stages, the matado r mu st 
schedu le the kill within a time limit 
rigidly fix ed by Spanish law. Yet the 
bu ll learns rapidly as he fights. Yo u 
hear it said here that “a fighting bu ll 
learns mo re in 30 minu tes than a 
matado r learns in a lifetime.” 
Nex t, the matado r faces the 
weather. This co u ntry gets su dden, 
drenching rains. 
The fighter’s slippers (zapati­ 
llas) are paper thin. His fighting 
cape weighs abo u t sev en po u nds. His 
swo rd is heav ier than it lo o ks. He is 
mu ch less su refo o ted than the bu ll in 
a slick o r mu ddy ring. 
The cro wd’s cry o f “Manso !” — 
Co ward — instead o f “Brav o !” is 
what he fears nearly as mu ch as he 
fears the bu ll. In fact, “It is the pu b­ 
lic that go res, no t the bu lls” is an o ld 
max im amo ng matado rs. The do wn­ 
po u r can make the nearly helpless 
matado r’s wo rld disintegrate like a 
china v ase hit by a train. 
Nev ertheless, so me m atado rs 
hav e lo ng careers. Rafael Mo lina, 
kno wn here as “Lagartijo ,” fo u ght 
fo r 42 y ears and dispatched 4,800 
bu lls. And Mo lina died peacefu lly in 
bed in Madrid’s ancient alley named 
the Callle de la Victo ria, the histo ric 
heart o f Spain and traditio nal heart- 
sto ne o f this co u ntry ’s bu llfighters.

The problems with 
s ucceeding 'great man*

. n e w Y O RK (A P )- T h e cor­ 
porate executive who succeeds 
the “ great m an,” the person 
“ who built the company, w ill of­ 
ten find him self walking in a 
shadow so deep and dark that 
he has a 50-50 chance of tripp­ 
ing on his face. 
So hazardous is the assign­ 
ment, suggests Prof. Eugene 
Jennings, that the executive so 
chosen might seriously consider 
biding his time and letting 
someone else take the job until 
the great m an’s presence fades. 
When the first successor fails 
to fill the great man’s void, the 
patient executive then can step 
forward. The second successor, 
says Jennings, stands a 70 per 
cent chance of keeping the job 
for at least five years. 
Jennings, a Michigan State 
professor of business adm inis­ 
tration, psychologist, author, 
and executive and corporate 
consultant, cites the airline in­ 
dustry as an ideal illustration. 
C.R. Sm ith, Am erican A ir­ 
lines chief during its period of 
greatest growth, was succeeded 
by George Spata*, who soon 
lost the job. 
George Keck followed W il­ 
liam Patterson at United, and 
he too failed to keep the spot. 
Same with N aj^b Halaby, 
* 
who succeeded Juan Trippe at 
Pan Am erican. And the list 
. doesn’t end there, 
* 
Of those who fail, said Je n ­ 
nings, who has studied such 
happenings since 1948, about 40 
' 
per cent are fired outright, 30 
per cent leave voluntarilly, and 
. 
30 per cent are shelved, or 
moved out of the line of com- 
•mand.

One of the reasons for the 
dismal record of first succes­ 
sors is that the great man 
tends to hang around in the 
wings, despite his promises not 
to do so. Even if he isn’t physi­ 
cally present, his shadow is. 
Here are some of the ex­ 
planations Jennings has found : 
1. The job is impossible to 
fill. Not even the great man 
can fill his own shoes, because 
the system he has built is real­ 
ly bigger than any man. The 
great man doesn’t know it, but 
even he hasn’t been filling his 
shoes for a long time. 
2. The great man doesn’t 
delegate authority when he is 
building the company. As a re­ 
sult, the succesor has never 
been properly trained. Tliere is 
no way for him to get the total 
weight of the office on his back. 
3. The system the great man 
built is responsive to him, not 
to the successor. The new man 
has different 
strengths 
and 
weaknesses and the 
system 
doesn’t know how to react to 
them. 


An employe’s entire security 
system m ay be built around the 
way he responded to the old 
man, said Jennings. He cannot 
change easily. Typically, the 
successor at some time or oth­ 
er has to cry out: 
“ I ’m not the old man. That’s 
not the way we do it now. 
There’s a new landlord around 
here.’’ 


4. The great man stays long 
after he should have gone, and 
as a consequence leaves 
a 
faulty chain of command. In 
the process of scrambling for 
the great man’s favor, potential 
successors often spatter each 
other with mud. 


This forces the great man to 
reach down below the first lev­ 
el of lieutenants and pick an in­ 
experienced but relatively un­ 
tarnished successor from the 
third level. 
That man often w ill lack sea­ 
soning, and so be weak and in­ 
adequate. And those who want­ 
ed the job but didn’t get it w ill 
be inclined to skewer him.

{x ilnit giv e th ree reasons for th is unusual opinion. First, th ey claim 
tffe v isiting arrangements radically alter th e ch ild’s “normal” life. 
Second, a ch ild is confused about h is loy alty to parents wh o don’t 
love each oth er Th ird, a v isiting parent cannot really be a parent 
because h e or sh e is not th ere for th e ch ild on an uninterrupted day - 
to-day basis. 
One h opes th at th e storm of disagreement ov er th is point will 
not obscure th e significance of th is new approach , wh ich seeks to go 
bey ong old formulas about th e ch ild’s best interests, to consider 
wh at is least detrimental to th e ch ild’s dev elopment. 
Ch ildren do need representation in court custody battles Th ey 
do need to h av e continuity of care by at least one adult wh o makes 
th em feel loved and wanted.

DEAR GIRLS — Do remem­ 
ber th at th e color and fabric 
h av e much to do with th e suc­ 
cess or failure of any such 
Pointers. Often one wrong may 
be righ ted and anoth er created. 
Be sure ALWAYS to test an 
inconspicuous spot before try ­ 
ing any th ing. Some auth orities 
suggest a solution of one part 
h y drogen perox ide (not h air 
bleach ) and th ree parts water, 
let scorch ed article soak in it 
and th en rinse well. Some fa­ 
brics req uire only wash ing with 
detergent to remov e scorch . 
Testing is important not only 
for th e stain but th e garment 
color and fabric. — POLLY.

fish ch owder ) 
Cook spinach according to 
package directions and drain 
th orough ly ; add lemon rind, 


onion and 2 tablespoons of th e 
butter; h eat gently , stirring, 
until butter melts. 
In a saucepan (about 1 q uart) 
melt th e remaining butter; stir 
in flour, salt, pepper and mus­ 
tard until blended; off h eat 
gradually stir in milk and re­ 
serv ed fish stock, keeping 
smooth . Cook ov er moderately 
low h eat, stirring constantly , 
until bubbly and th ickened. Stir 
in eggs. 
Divide spinach among 4 indi­ 
vidual sh allow baking dish es. 
Place h alibut over spinach . 
Spoon egg sauce over h alibut. 
Sprinkle with Parmesan. Tigh t­ 
ly cover each dish with foil. 
Bake in a preh eated 350-de­ 
gree oven until h ot th rough — 15 
to 20 minutes. Uncover and 
brown briefly under th e broiler 
Makes 4 serv ings. 
Note: To poach th e h alibut 
steaks, place th em in a skillet 
and cover with water; add a 
slice each of onion and lemon, a 
sprig of parsley , a good pinch of 
salt and 6 peppercorns.

CHICAGO (AP)-School de­ 
segregation in Illinois is pro­ 
ceeding 
slowly 
but 
surely, 
school officials say, but lately 
the emphasis has shifted to 
“ slowly.” 
A wave of antibusing senti­ 
ment, coupled with what one 
state school official called “ a 
realization that we tried to 
move too fast at first,” has 
prompted a retreat from hard­ 
line desegregation statements 
issued in 1972. 
When state school officials 
told 21 local school districts in 
September 1972 their schools 
were illegally s^ ^ regated, the 
state gave the districts 90 days 
to submit an “ affirm ative ac­ 
tion plan” to show their in­ 
tention of changing. 
If they didn’t meet the dead­ 
line for filing the report, they 
were warned, they could be 
forced to implement a state-im­ 
posed desegregation plan. Con­ 
tinued recalcitrance could lead 
to a cutoff of state funds. 
The 
90-day 
deadline 
has 
passed five times since then. 
The state has approved school 
desegregation plans in only six 
districts, although according to 
Koyce Derks, director of equal 
opportunity in the office of the 
State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, all but three have 
submitted at least some evi­ 
dence of effort to change.

“ We’ve come to the realiza 
tion that it’s not a good idea to 
go in and move the children 
first without making provisions 
for the impact on the commu­ 
nity,” Derks says, outlining 
reasons for softening the state’s 
policy. 
The impact in some districts 
has been swift. In Cairo, where 
racial 
feelings 
traditionally 
have run high, desegregation in 
1967 
prompted 
the 
estab­ 
lishment of the private Camelot 
school. The flight of white pu­ 
pils to Camelot and to the city’s 
parochial school left the public 
schools with sharply diminished 
state and federal aid, which is 
allocated on a per-pupil basis. 
Last year, with the help of 
federal funds, the school sys­ 
tem avoided a deficit for the 
first time in several years. 
Camelot’s enrollment is drop­ 
ping as pupils filter back into 
the public schools. With more 
money this year the school has 
reinstituted home economics, 
art and music courses. 
So u th Ho llan d , a su b u rb so u th 
o f Ch icag o , also lo st p u p ils to 
all-wh ite p riv ate sch o o ls wh en 
its p u b lic sch o o ls were d eseg - 
reizated . An o th er casu alty o f 
h ig h feelin g s o v er th e d eseg ­ 


regation issue was the district 
superintendent’ who lost his 
job. 
Some of the resistance, Derks 
says, is “ against being told 
what to do.” After the Septem­ 
ber 1972 order to desegregate, 
he said, local school officials 
from Chicago Heights, Joliet 
and Waukegan got together to 
try to fight the state’s order. 
Since then, he added, Joliet and 
VVaukegan have submitted par­ 
tial desegregation plans. 
Derks says some local school 
officials have expressed fears 
that desegregation, if accom­ 
plished through changing school 
boundaries, 
might 
prompt 
white parents to move their 
families so their children can 
attend their old schools. 
None of these problems are 
insurmountable. Derks says. 
“ If the school board is w ill­ 
ing, it can take care of these 
things fairly quickly,” he says. 
The way to do it, he says, is 
by involving the community. 
The school to r d in Park For­ 
est, for example, established 
citizen advisory committees to 
aid in forming a desegregation 
plan which since has been suc­ 
cessfully implemented. 
Derks says the change to­ 


ward a “ good taith” standard 
of 
evaluating 
local 
deseg­ 
regation efforts presents new 
problems in assessing the sin­ 
cerity 
of the 
districts’ 
in­ 
tentions. 
“ Some districts have made 
promises that we’re not too 
sure of,” he says. “ Our lenien­ 
cy will vary from time to time. 
Our goal is the same, but the 
time we take to reach that goal 
is more flexible.” 
Also standing in the way of 
the state’s power to force dis­ 
tricts to desegregate is a bill 
signed late last year by Gov. 
Daniel Walker which prohibits 
the state school superintendent 
from 
ordering 
busing 
to 
achieve integration. 
State School Supt. Michad 
Bakalis 
recommended 
that 
Walker veto the bill. But after 
it was signed Bakalis said it 
would not hinder the state’s de­ 
segregation program because 
his office would never order 
busing anyway. 
Critics of the legislation ar­ 
gue, however, that in some dis­ 
tricts where busing is the only 


apparent solution to school s^ - 
regation, an order from tte 
state to desegregate could be 
construed to mean an «•der to 
bus—and thus be ill^ a l undo* 
the new law. 
Derks notes that five dis­ 
tricts—Madison, 
D an ville, 
Rockford, Markham and Park 
Forest—have challenged 
the 
state’s right to order local dis­ 
tricts to desegregate. In every 
case the courts upheld the 
state’s rules which outline de^ 
segregation 
standards 
and 
procedures. 
But the antibusing law is 
seen as one more tactic whidi 
could be used to stall deseg­ 
regation in protracted court 
battles, though Bakalis has said 
he believes that the law even­ 
tually will be declared uncon­ 
stitutional. 
Derks acknowledges that this 
threat was one reason fw soft­ 
ening the policy toward school 
districts. "But the energy crisis 
could be used much more than 
the antibusing law as an argu­ 
ment against what we’re trying 
to do,” he added.

1409 , which is aimed at scho o l 
co nso lidatio n statewide. 
“The parents who attended 
the meeting at Leaf River were 
rightfully co ncerned abo ut at­ 
tempts to enlarge scho o l dis­ 
tricts thro ugh co nso lidatio n,’’ 
Brinkmeier said. 
“T here’s an unfo rtunate 
attitude amo ng so me peo ple in 
the educatio nal field that 
‘bigger means 
better’. 
The 
facts suppo rt my co ntentio n 
that co nso lidatio n wo n’t neces- 
darily mean lo wer per-pupU 
co sts o r better quality educa­ 
tio n. 
“In fact, just the o ppo site has 
o ccurred in many cases. Aft« r 
all, it’s the big d ty scho o l sy s­ 
tems that are alway s in finan­ 
cial tro uble and are o ver­ 
cro wded and understaffed.’’ 
Brinkm eier, who retired 
fro m teaching and co aching re­ 
cently after 25 y ears, po inted to 
the ex am ple o f Winnebago 
Co unty in his o wn legislative 
district.
